Wong Foon, Ah Ho and 
Chat Moi. Mr. Uarrismi and I\[r. Mc- 
Elmen for the proaecutiou and Mr. Drake 
and Mr. T. Davie tor the di^feiice. 

This w us the well known Fiagard street 
murder case which created much 
o:£citcmont at the time of its per- 
petration ill Feb. last . 

Mr. Harrison wished the case to stand 
over till next assizes in consequence of 
one of the witnesses, George Kenny, be- 
ing absent in Omineca. lie read an alH- 
davit of Mr. C. Todd, Supt. of Police, 
certifying to tl • al»ov« witness abs cnoc, 
and abso one from ..ii. .nciiiiueil setting 
forth that a Chinaman on the night of 
the murder look steps to [Jrevont (ho po- 
lice being.on the scene. 

Mr. Drake who appeared for Wong 
Foon submitted thtu the .abseiico of 
Kenny at Omineca wits imsatisfaetory and 
that [jfoaocution could and should have 
produced him. He was ready to gn nn 
with the case. 

His Lordsliip thought that the appli- 
cation was not an unreasonable oii.i. 

Mr. Drate wished to state further that 
the witnesses for the defence could not be 
kept together. They were all hero now, 
but it would be impossible to tell when 
they would be at ne.xl assizes. 

His Lordship remarked that the evi- 
dence, as he told the grand jury was very 
unsatisfactory to his mind. He cnu.si- 
derod that the applicatiun must be grant- 
ed or there might 1)0 another failure of 
justice. The prisoner.s nilLtht lie again 
admitted to bail as liefore. TIioCliiue.se, 
the learned judge ub.-iui ved,ai e very .secret 
and combined.

On last .Saturday iipirnliig a scene look

No 
sooner than this w is done, and while the 
alligvlor was raging iu the waters in the 
most pqwerfnl ellurts to rpleaae itself, wlie 
nf the party, a .Mr. I'osey, .i man pro- 
bi^ldy yeitrs of aye, Ipapod i'Uei the 
lake, swam to the rearing and surging 
monafer, got upon its bade, grabbed it 
around tho nook and rot|u it to land 
amid tho shouts of those who were for- 
iiMiiite enough to witness the exciting 
scene. When measured the monster was 
found to bt! 1.0 feot and inche.s Jong 
Straiigo to say, .af|cr Hv.

Aftor much 
ticliliii;£ and spurring ho aroused tho an- 
imal into such a desiiorato struggle for 
freedom that everybody expected to see 
some one literally chowed up and swal- 
lowed by it. In the melee it anaj>ped 
tho ropes that were bound ("und its 
long and brutal inuuth, and then, making 
a dash for tl)o ground, it waa swung up 
by tho rope, lied hy its body and fas- 
toiuid to a pust. It soon broke this and 
fell heavily to the ground, when it put 
nut for tho lake. But it was scarcely 
landed before Posoy waa on its back, 
when a struggle ensued between man and 
alligatoo that could scarcely have its par- 
allpl in the arena of iicrobatic action.

Signor Notarbartolo's Capture, Release 
and Strange Experience. 

(Naples hotter to tlic LoMiIoii Daily News.) 

The reappearance of brigandage in the 
distant neighborhood of Palermo so soon 
after tho recent rejoicings has painfully 
impressed tho inhabitants. Tho particu- 
lars of tho treatniont of ex-Syndic Signor 
Notarbartolo by the brigands have become 
known since his return. As soon as his 
companions had been disarmed by the 
pretended iiatiol,ihe ex-Syndic iiercoived 
his mistake. His captors were dressed in 
new Rulaaglieri uniforms, spoke tho lo- 
gon of soldiers, and h-\d a thoroughly 
militate appearance, rendering it likely 
that they had all once served in tho army. 
When .Signer NotarbartuW saw the atate 
of alFairs, he at once told his cajitors in a 
decided uiauncr "that all threats of bad 
language toward him would bo of no avail, 
and such was tho effect of his sujieriority 
of character that duving the whole term 
of his detention the brigands treated him 
with deferonco and respect. His compan- 
ions had been sent away with a letter to 
his family, aiiprising lliom of what had oc- 
curred, and thai a rausuiu of 75,000 francs 
was demanded. 

The brigands first took Signor Notar- 
bartolo into the woods,, and then to a grot- 
to, or rather doep'fnivihe, in the. moun- 
tains, where he was detained for six days. 
The cavern was constantly guarded by 
two of the brigands, who had changed 
their unifoims for the torn dress ef [leas- 
ants. The light punotralod this ravine 
for oiily a few houisof the day, and dur- 
ing that tiino tho prisoner could read a 
number of the Hei-in' </m One.!' Moudi'a, 
which he happened to have with him. 
This was hia only amusement. He was not 
allowed to smoke during the day, lest in 
so doing ho sliou'd buti-ay tho place 
of his concealment. The brigands call- 
ed the ravine their best palaci', 
saying they had others in places inoie 
dillicult of access, but that they had chos- 
en this as il was more ciunfortable fur 
"Ills Fxcclleiice, ' During the, fust even- 
ing they conversed frankly about their atl'- 
airs, rocnmilinif their exph its. and then 
boggod their prisoner to (n.'sfiuso them if it 
annoyed him; but they did not know how 
to talk about anything but llieir ohii af- 
fairs, .At the end of tlic six il;iys (dining 
which, in accordance with the pulitioiis 
of the hiiuily iiiid a liigli fnnct iolhtvy, the 
brig.iuds li.id, by order of the Minister 
Depretis b en left unmoh^ ed) tho sum of 
ho, 000 francs w'as conveyed to them, with 
which llu'y exi'iessed thtunselves coiileiit, 
tailing lluur prisoaei' tbal he would be | 
immediately rele;ised Tlul at tcr t hen a il, ■ 
od for his watch, saying that it was a keep- 
sake very dour to him. With character- 
istic courtesy it was immediately restored 
to its proper owner; not, however, tiefore 
one of the brigands had eyed the chiin 
with ijroat epvy, exclaiiiiing that it w;i3 I 
very tasteful and beautiful, | 

The ex-.Syndic ininiodi.itely declared i 
with vivacity that nil ellbrts to deprive 
him nf it would be useless; on which the 
brigand wdio had taken a fancy in it do- 
clared that hia wish to have it was i|iiile 
disinterested.and ho wnuld gladly pay for 
it. At this time thobnnd had aastimodvery 
good cloth clolhoa, li^id rings on their lin- 
gers and gold chains to their watches. 
Signor Notarbartolo was received in Pal- 
ermo with great demonstrations of joy, 
tho street iu which he live-s htung illuiii- 
iiiiiiod by the inliabitanls. Measure^ for 
arresting the malefactors were then im- 
mediattdy taken, tho district around Tor- 
iniiii; whore they aro suiiposed lo bo still 
hiding, being suirounded by military. 
No news of their ca[iture has yet arrived.
